In Attacks 

India: Militant group was 
behind Mumbai massacre 

MUMBAI, INDIA I The only gunman captured 
after the 60 -hour terrorist siege of Mumbai 
said he belonged to a Pakistani militant group 
with links to the disputed Himalayan region 
of Kashmir, a senior police officer said Sunday. 

The gunman was one of 10 who paralyzed 
the city in attacks that killed at least 174 
people and revealed the weakness of India’s 
security apparatus. India’s top law enforce- 
ment official resigned, bowing to growing 
criticism that the attackers appeared bet- 
ter trained, better coordinated and better 
armed than police. 

The announcement blaming militant group 
Lashkar-e-Taiba threatened to escalate ten- 
sions between India and Pakistan, though 
Indian officials have been cautious about 
accusing Pakistan’s government of complicity. 

A U.S. counterterrorism official had said 
some “signatures of the attack” were consis- 
tent with Lashkar and Jaish-e-Mohammed, 
another group that has operated in Kashmir. 
Both are reported to be linked to al- Qaeda. 

Lashkar, long seen as a creation of the 
Pakistani intelligence service to help fight 
India in disputed Kashmir, was banned in 
Pakistan in 2002 under pressure from the 
U.S., a year after Washington and Britain list- 
ed it as a terrorist group. It is since believed to 
have emerged under another name, Jamaat- 
ud-Dawa, though that group has denied links 
to the Mumbai attack, ravi ness man (ap)

Autism’s Impact 
In a Split Second 


Brain scans show kids 
with condition process 
sounds at a slower rate 

CHICAGO I Unique brain wave pat- 
terns, spotted for the first time in 
autistic children, may help explain 
why they have so much trouble com- 
municating. 

Using an imaging helmet that 
resembles a hair dryer, researchers 
discovered what they say are “signa- 
tures of autism” that show a delay in 
processing individual sounds. 

That delay is only a fraction of 
a second, but when it’s for every 
sound, the lag time can cascade 
into a major obstacle in speaking 
and understanding people, the 
researchers said. 

Imagine if it took a tiny bit lon- 
ger than normal to understand each 
syllable. By the end of a whole sen- 
tence, you’d be pretty confused. 

The study authors think that’s 
what happens with autistic children, 
based on the brain wave patterns 
detected in their study. 

The preliminary results need to 
be confirmed in younger children, 


but the researchers hope this tech- 
nique could be used to help diag- 
nose autism in children as young as 
age 1. That’s at least a year earli- 
er than usual, and it could mean 
behavior treatment much sooner. 

Researchers at Children’s Hos- 
pital of Philadelphia had 64 autistic 
children ages 6 to 15 listen through 
headphones to a series of rapid 
beeps while under the helmet-like 
device, which recorded the brain’s 
response to the sounds. Those brain 
waves, shown as highlighted areas 
on an imaging screen, were com- 
pared with responses in a group 
of non-autistic children. 

In autistic children, the response 
to each sound was delayed by one- 
fiftieth of a second. 

Among those in the study was 
Parker Leiby, a 9 -year-old boy 
with mild autism. He said he felt 
like an astronaut wearing the hel- 
met and called the whole experi- 
ence “cool.” 

Before the study last year, “we 
didn’t have an answer” about his 
language difficulties, said Parker’s 
mother, Kim. “It helped shed a lot

Teens Confess Bad Deeds 


Survey finds cheating, 
theft on the rise with 
high school students 

NEW YORK I In the past year, 
30 percent of U.S. high school stu- 
dents have stolen from a store and 
64 percent have cheated on a test, 
according to a new survey that sug- 
gests Americans are too apathetic 
about ethical standards. 

Educators reacting to the find- 
ings questioned any suggestion 
that today’s young people are less 
honest than previous generations, 
but several agreed that intensified 
pressures are prompting many stu- 
dents to cut corners. 

“The competition is greater; the 


pressures on kids have increased 
dramatically,” said Mel Riddle of the 
National Association of Secondary 
School Principals. 
“They have oppor- 
tunities their pre- 
decessors didn’t 
have [to cheat]. 
The temptation is 
greater.” 

The Josephson 
Institute surveyed 
29,760 students 
at 100 randomly 
selected high schools nationwide, 
both public and private. All stu- 
dents in the selected schools were 
given the survey in class, and their 
anonymity was assured. 

Michael Josephson, the insti- 


tute’s founder and president, said he 
was most dismayed by the findings 
about theft. The survey found that 
35 percent of boys and 26 percent 
of girls acknowledged stealing from 
a store within the past year. One- 
fifth said they stole something from 
a friend; 23 percent said they stole 
something from a relative. 

Other findings from the sur- 
vey: 

■4 Sixty-four percent of students 
cheated on a test in the past year 
and 38 percent did so two or more 
times, up from 60 percent and 
35 percent in a 2006 survey. 

Thirty-six percent said they 
used the Internet to plagiarize an 
assignment, up from 33 percent in

Black Friday Can’t Shake Retail Blues 


Shoppers turn out 
in force for deals but 
stick to tight budgets 

NEW YORK I Deep discounts on 
everything from sweaters to TVs 
drove shoppers out of hibernation 
for the Thanksgiving weekend, but 
the buying was tempered and sales 
for the traditional start of the hol- 
iday season appear at best in line 
with stores’ low expectations. 

The sales receipts, however, came 


at the expense of profits, and mer- 
chants are facing a big challenge 
exciting financially strapped shop- 
pers for the rest of the season. 

The nation’s retailers — who since 
mid-September have suffered from 
the most dramatic falloff in spending 
in decades — opened their stores as 
early as midnight on Friday, hold- 
ing their breath and wondering 
whether shoppers would show up. 
But while the crowds did come out, 
analysts say they were thinner than 
they were last year, and according 


to some accounts, business fell off 
sharply over the weekend. 

Shoppers were also focused on 
bargains and smaller-ticket, prac- 
tical items as they worry about lay- 
offs, tightening credit and shrink- 
ing retirement funds. 

Retail consultant Walter Loeb 
said he expects sales for the week- 
end to be below year-ago levels. 
But he added, “It wasn’t as bad 
as some feared. ... People were 
buying, but they bought cheap.”

‘There Was Blood Everywhere’ 


A survivor recounts 
the ‘war zone’ during 
the Mumbai attacks 

MUMBAI, INDIA I After the gunmen 
left, a waiter whispered, “If you can 
move, follow me.” 

So, Michael Rudder, Helen Con- 
nolly, Andy Baragon and Linda Ron- 
sdale crawled, bleeding, through the 
kitchen of a restaurant at the luxury 
Oberoi hotel. 

The four had traveled to India 
on a spiritual pilgrimage with their 


Nellysford, Va.-based meditation 
group but got caught up in a series 
of attacks in Mumbai that lasted 
nearly three days and left at least 
174 dead. 

In the same hotel, Charles Can- 
non, the group’s spiritual leader, 
barricaded himself into his hotel 
room with his two personal assis- 
tants from Synchronicity Foun- 
dation, stacking furniture against 
the door. The three listened to gre- 
nade explosions and heavy gunfire 
outside. 

They watched as the battery 


power slowly drained from their 
only cell phone, the charger stuck 
in another room. Still, they traded 
text messages with people outside 
the hotel, the reassurances of an 
imminent rescue alternating with 
fresh volleys of gunfire. 

At one point, a fire broke out in 
the hallway, and the room filled 
with smoke. “We covered our faces 
with wet towels so we could breathe, 
but it just got thicker and thicker,” 
Cannon said. 

Cannon and his employees 
rationed drinking water and picked 


their way slowly through minibar 
snacks, but by the morning of the 
second day, they lay in bed, drift- 
ing and disoriented. 

On Saturday afternoon — nearly 
60 hours after the attacks began — 
there was a knock at the door: 10 
Indian commandos were waiting 
in the hall. 

They escorted Cannon and his 
colleagues down the stairs, through 
the flooded and charred hotel. 

“The place was like a war zone,” 
Cannon said. “There was blood 
everywhere.” erika kinetz (ap)

Massacre 

Religious group finds 
itself on the defensive 
again following attacks 

RAMALLAH, WEST BANK I Muslims 
from the Middle East to Britain 
and Austria condemned Sunday 
the Mumbai shooting rampage 
by suspected Islamic militants as 
senseless terrorism, but also found 
themselves on the defensive once 
again about bloodshed linked to 
their religion. 

Intellectuals and community 
leaders called for greater efforts to 
combat religious fanaticism. 

Indian police said Sunday that 
the only surviving gunman told them 
he belongs to the Pakistani militant 
group Lashkar-e-Taiba. The group 
is seen as a creation of Pakistani 
intelligence to help fight India in the 
disputed Kashmir region. 

Many Muslims said they are 
worried such carnage is besmirch- 
ing their religion. “The occupation 
of the synagogue and killing peo- 
ple in hotels tarnishes the Muslim 
faith,” said Kazim al-Muqdadi, a 
political science lecturer at Baghdad 
University. “Anyone who slaughters 
people and screams Allahu Akbar’ 
[God is Great] is sick and ignorant.”

N E W D E L H 1 1 When gunmen started 
spraying Mumbai with bullets and 
seizing the city’s landmarks, count- 
less people around the globe turned 
not to the television or the radio for 
news, but to each other. 

Blogs and social networking 
sites such as Twitter and Flickr 



buzzed with eyewitness accounts 
from India’s financial capital, pro- 
viding some of the first photos of 
the besieged targets and serving 
as a forum for pleas for updates on 
friends and family. 

Twitter users traded information 
at a rate of 50 to 100 posts a minute 
in messages that were sometimes 
wrong and often fragmented, but 
always instant. 

The lightning-quick updates 
of the attacks that killed 174 peo-

pie read like a sketchy but urgent 
blow-by-blow account of the siege, 
providing further evidence of a sea 
change in how people gather their 
information in an increasingly 
Internet-savvy world. 

“’Emergency’ can some one 
check if there bomb blast of some 
shootout in oberoi hotel of any- 
where in Mumbai ? I am at inox 
inside,” a user named Puneet wrote 
on Twitter. 

“I just heard what sounded like 
a bomb blast! I hope I am wrong,” 
krazyfrog, a user in Mumbai, wrote 
soon after, sam dolnick (ap) 
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The number of movie cameras that retired postman Dimitris Pistiolas 
owns — a Guinness world record forthe eighth time. The Greek man began 
collecting the cameras at age 15 and keeps them in a basement museum.

Political 

Scene nears anarchy 
as protesters continue 
to disrupt government 

BANGKOK, THAILAND I Government 
supporters converged on the capi- 
tal on Sunday, in a counter to rival 
protesters who seized control of 
Bangkok’s two airports and forced 
the prime minister to run the coun- 
try from afar. Neither the army nor 
Thailand’s revered king have stepped 
in to resolve the crisis — or offered 
the firm backing that Prime Min- 
ister Somchai Wongsawat needs to 
resolve the leadership vacuum. 

The problem runs deeper than 
the airport closures, which have 
stranded up to 100,000 travelers, 
strangled the key tourism indus- 
try and affected plane schedules 
worldwide. Political violence has

added to the sense of drift border- 
ing on anarchy that pervades the 
country’s administration. 

Explosions on Sunday hit the 
prime minister’s compound, which 
protesters from the People’s Alli- 
ance for Democracy have held 
since August; an anti-government 
television station; and a road near 
the main entrance to the occupied 
domestic airport. At least 51 people 
were injured, officials said. No one 
claimed responsibility, but Suriyasai 
Katasila, a spokesman for the protest 
group, blamed the government. 

Afterward, senior protest lead- 
er Chamlong Srimuang met with 
Bangkok police chief Lt. Gen. 
Suchart Muankaew. The two agreed 
to have police and protesters joint- 
ly patrol protest sites at the prime 
minister’s office and Don Muang 
domestic airport, ambika ahuja (ap) 


Iran, Iraq Trade 
Remains of Dead 
From 8-Year War 

BAGHDAD I Iraq and Iran on Sun- 
day exchanged the remains of 241 
soldiers killed during an eight-year 
war between the two countries — 
the latest sign of increased coop- 
eration between the neighboring 
nations that were fierce rivals under 
Saddam Hussein. 

It was the first such handover 
since the two sides signed an agree- 
ment in October to work together 
in tracing tens of thousands still 
missing after the war. 

The Iraqis and the Irani- 
ans have previously exchanged 
remains and prisoners of war, but 
Sunday’s pomp-filled ceremony 
raised hope that the agreement 
could lead to closure for the rela- 
tives of those killed or missing on 
both sides, (ap)

Critics Question 
Funding for AIDS 


Medical experts argue 
money can be used 
to fight other diseases 

LONDON I As World AIDS Day is 
marked on Monday, some experts 
are growing more outspoken in 
complaining that AIDS is eating 
up funding at the expense of more 
pressing health needs. 

They argue that the world has 
entered a post-AIDS era in which 
the disease’s spread has largely 
been curbed in much of the world, 
excluding Africa. “AIDS is a terrible 
humanitarian tragedy, but it’s just 
one of many terrible humanitar- 
ian tragedies,” said Jeremy Shiff- 
man, who studies health spending 
at Syracuse University. 

Roger England of Health Sys- 
tems Workshop, a think tank based 
on the Caribbean island of Grena- 
da, goes further. He argues that 
UNAIDS, the U.N. agency leading 
the fight against the disease, has 
outlived its purpose and should 


be disbanded. England says that 
closing UNAIDS would free up its 
$200 million annual budget for other 
health problems such as pneumo- 
nia, which kills more children every 
year than AIDS, 
malaria and mea- 
sles combined. 

“By putting 
more money into 
AIDS, we are 
implicitly saying 
it’s OK for more 
kids to die of pneu- 
monia,” England wrote in the Brit- 
ish Medical Journal in May. 

Paul de Lay, a director at 
UNAIDS, says it’s valid to ques- 
tion AIDS’ place in the world’s 
priorities but insists it would be 
wrong to think the epidemic is 
under control. 

“We have an epidemic that has 
caused between 55 million and 
60 million infections,” de Lay said. 
“To suddenly pull the rug out from 
underneath that would be disas- 
trous.” MARIA CHENG (AP)

Swiss OK Heroin Addiction Program 


GENEVA I Swiss voters on Sunday 
overwhelmingly approved a move to 
make permanent the country’s pio- 
neering program to give addicts gov- 
ernment-authorized heroin. At the 
same time, voters rejected a proposal 
to decriminalize marijuana. 


Sixty-eight percent of the 
2,264,968 voters casting ballots 
approved making the heroin pro- 
gram permanent. It has been credit- 
ed with reducing crime and improv- 
ing the health and daily lives of 
addicts since it began in 1994. (ap)

Fuel cell technology 
moves closer to reality 
for electronic devices 

BATTERY I Laptop, cell phone and 
iPod owners tired of having their 
devices run out of charge after a few 
hours have been patiently waiting 
for the next portable power source 
to arrive. 

Tiny fuel cells, powered by com- 
bustible liquids or gasses, have long 
been touted as the eventual solution. 
Potentially, they could power a lap- 
top for days between refills. 

But fuel cells have perennially 
remained a year or two away from 
reaching the market as companies 
have worked on making them small, 
cheap and long-lasting, while ensur- 
ing they don’t overheat. 

The U.S. government removed 
a key roadblock this year when the 
Department of Transportation 
amended its hazardous materi- 
als regulations to allow cells with 
methanol, butane or formic acid 
to be carried on airplanes. 

Fuel cells, in which a tiny 
amount of fuel flows into a small 
chip to generate electricity with- 
out combustion, would allow users 


to skip the wall plug and simply 
swap out a fuel cartridge to con- 
tinue listening to music or check 
e-mail. 

Lilliputian Systems Inc. — a 
Wilmington, Mass., firm founded 
by former Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology researchers — plans 
to introduce a portable fuel cell late 
next year for any device that can be 
charged via a USB port. 

The cigarette-pack-size charger 
will use a canister of butane, the 
same fuel used in cigarette light- 
ers, to juice up an iPod, BlackBer- 
ry, GPS device or digital camera, 
said Mouli Ramani, Lilliputian’s 
vice president of business devel- 
opment. 

Each teaspoon of the fuel can 
provide 20 times the run time of a 
battery of the same size. 

The charging system would 
likely sell for $100 to $150 with 
refill cartridges retailing for $1 to 
$3, he said. 

Lilliputian also plans to transi- 
tion to embedding fuel cells in gad- 
gets. Ramani said the company has 
signed commercialization agree- 
ments with three large, multina- 
tional entities he cannot yet name.

D.C. Opens Its First Legal Dog Park 


15,000-square-foot 
area in Shaw region 
will be open until 2010 

WASHINGTON I The District of 
Columbia has landed its first legal 
dog park. 

The 15,000 -square-foot enclosed 
area in the city’s Shaw neighborhood 
is located on 11th Street northwest 
between Q and R streets, and lets 
dogs run freely and gives their own- 


ers easy access to waste disposal sta- 
tions that have plastic bags for quick 
cleanup. The new addition will be 
open until June 2010, when a school 
is scheduled to be built. 

“It’s been a long time coming,” said 
Clark E. Ray, director of the Depart- 
ment of Parks and Recreation. 

D.C. lawmakers passed legisla- 
tion in 2005 to create dog parks, but 
the final rules allowing for the parks 
weren’t issued until last December. 
To have a public dog park, a spon- 


soring community group must sub- 
mit an application with the parks 
department. 

The department covers the cost 
of designing and building a basic 
dog park, which at a minimum is 
5,000 square feet. 

The sponsoring group then takes 
care of any added amenities and 
daily maintenance. 

Groups in almost every corner of 
D.C. have submitted applications, 
and three have been approved: The 


S Street Dog Park near Dupont Cir- 
cle in Northwest Washington will 
be the city’s first permanent public 
dog park. Construction on it could 
begin this month, Ray said. 

By early next year, designingfor 
projects at Kingsman Field in North- 
east Washington and at Newark Street 
in Northwest will begin. 

The only areas of the city that 
the department didn’t hear from 
were Wards 7 and 8, Ray said.

Attacks 

Reported 

UPPER MARLBORO, MD. I There 
have been two violent incidents 
involving inmates at the Prince 
George’s County jail over the last 
month, according to police and 
court records. 

Court records reveal correc- 
tions officer Cpl. Onur Cinar was 
attacked on Nov. 1. Levar D. Pay- 
ton, an inmate from Washington, 
had been involved in an argument 
over property being issued to him 
as he was reclassified and moved 
to another part of the jail, police 
charging documents show. The offi- 
cer ordered Payton to move along, 
and when he refused, Cinar tried 
to escort him from the area. 

Payton then punched Cinar 
in the face, causing the officer to 
fall and injure his head, according 
to records. Payton faces assault 
charges. 

In an incident on Nov. 18, charg- 
ing documents show inmate Rob- 
ert Hilton of D.C. stabbed anoth- 
er inmate, Anthony L. Green of 
Hyattsville, with a piece of metal 
during a fight in the cellblock. 
The charging records accuse Hil- 
ton of first- and second-degree

Washington is pounded 
by dominant N.Y. after 
honoring Sean Taylor 

REDSKINS I The New York Giants 
were in control from the outset 
Sunday and handed the Washing- 
ton Redskins their third loss in 
four games with a 23-7 victory at 
FedEx Field. 

“They’re the best team out 
there in football right now,” line- 
backer London Fletcher said as he 
walked off the field. “We’re not at 
that level yet.” 

Giants quarterback Eli Man- 
ning made big plays early on, place 
kicker John Carney connected on 
his three field-goal attempts, and 
Washington’s offense continued 
to struggle. 

The Redskins (7-5) came out flat 
in front of 85,912 after late Pro Bowl 
safety Sean Taylor was inducted into 
the team’s Ring of Fame. Washing- 
ton had 320 total yards. Running 
back Clinton Portis, the league’s 
leading rusher, was limited to 22 
yards on 11 rushes, and quarter- 
back Jason Campbell went 23 for 38 
with only 232 yards and one inter- 
ception. Little-used rookie receiver 
Devin Thomas scored Washington’s 
only points on a reverse in the sec- 
ond quarter. 

Running back Brandon Jacobs’s 
one-yard touchdown run with eight 
minutes, 33 seconds left in the third 
quarter helped the Giants take a 
20-7 lead. The Redskins averaged 
only 18.3 points, ranking 27th in 
the NFL, in their first 11 games, and 
their offense did not even operate 
at that level Sunday. 

Despite outgainingthe Redskins 
in total yards in the first half, 241 to 
145, the Giants had only a 13-7 half- 
time lead. Manning was sharp to

Oklahoma leaps past 
Texas in rankings, will 
play for the Big 12 title 

COLLEGE FOOTBALL I Oklahoma was 
ahead of Texas in the BCS standings 
Sunday and headed to the Big 12 
championship game with an inside 
track to the national title. 

A three-way tie among Oklaho- 
ma, Texas and Texas Tech atop the 
Big 12 South standings forced the 
league to use its fifth tiebreaker, 
the best BCS rating, to determine 
which team will play Missouri on 
Saturday in Kansas City, Mo. 

The Sooners (ll-l), who lost to 
Texas 45-35 in October, barely 
edged the Longhorns. Oklahoma 
has a .9351 BCS average. Texas’ 
BCS average is .9223. 

Oklahoma was a point ahead of 
Texas in the USA Today coaches poll 
and six points behind the Longhorns 
in the Harris Interactive poll. The 
computer ratings preferred the Soon- 
ers, and that made the difference. So, 


the Longhorns will be watching two 
teams they beat play for the confer- 
ence title, hoping that a Missouri 
upset could work in their favor. 

Oklahoma is second in the BCS 
standings behind unbeaten Ala- 
bama. Texas is third, and Florida 


is fourth. 

The winner of the Southeastern 
Conference championship game 
between the Crimson Tide and 
Gators is virtually guaranteed a spot 
in the BCS national title game on 
Jan. 8 in Miami, ralph d. russo (ap)

Charting His Course 


A Stone Temple Pilot 
navigates his solo and 
collaborative work 

Q&A I It’s been a decade since Scott 
Weiland’s last solo album, “12 Bar 
Blues,” but he hasn’t exactly been 
warming the bench. The singer has 
been in and out of Stone Temple 
Pilots twice, formed and ultimately 
parted with Velvet Revolver, mar- 
ried twice, had two children and 
had some encounters with rehab. He 
also spent a good chunk of that time 
working on more music of his own, 
which surfaced last week on “Happy 
in Galoshes,” a wildly eclectic two- 
CD set on his own Softdrive Records 
label. Weiland calls it “a sonic trip 
— to where, I don’t know,” but he’s 
hoping fans are ready to strap in and 
take the ride with him. 

You left Velvet Revolver this year, 
toured with Stone Temple Pilots and 
now are releasing a solo album. You 
don’t waste much time, do you? 

Well, I’ve been working on [“Happy 
in Galoshes”] for quite awhile, actu- 
ally. Some of the songs were record- 
ed a few years ago, and a good chunk 
of them were recorded just, like, a 
year ago. There’s two songs on the 
record that were recorded actually 
around nine years ago.

You have two CDs’ worth of 
stuff here. Obviously, you guys 
were prolific. 

Oh, yeah. We just kept writ- 
ing and recording songs, and I 
wanted to put out a double album 
because I knew there was a lot 
of material. When Doug start- 
ed looking at the songs, he was, 
like, “Uh, you’ve got to come over 
here and listen. I think we’re a 
lot further along than you think 
we are.” When I came over to the 
studio, we had about 30, 32 songs 
recorded. 

Are you planning to make a Stone 
Temple Pilots album now that 
you’ve toured? 

I don’t know how things are going 
to go with STP. It was sad to 
find out that we’re still in some 
way locked into a contract with 
Atlantic Records, which is a trav- 
esty, actually. When we signed 
to them, it was a great label. It 
was a beautiful time in music. 
Now if you say, “We’re going to 
do this song as the first single,” 
they go, “OK, we’re going to do 
some radio testing.” If it ends up 
being we have to make a certain 
amount of records for Atlan- 
tic in order to be free, then I 
don’t know if I have that in me.

Papal funeral relics 
go on display at Texas 
museum about death 

Inside one of Houston’s best-kept 
secrets, soft music and hushed 
words are piped over the sound 
system, the sweet scent of flowers 
leaves a faint trail in the air — and 
the business of death is saluted. 

Welcome to the National Muse- 
um of Funeral History, a ware- 
house-like building in a working- 
class pocket north of Houston, 
where exhibits extol everything 
from the birth of embalming to 
the mourning rituals of the Vic- 
torian Era. 

The museum’s poignant mix 
of historical artifacts, offbeat 
exhibits (the replica of a Civil War 
morgue) and curiosities (a collec- 
tion of human hair fashioned into 
jewelry — a popular way to honor 
lost loved ones in Victorian times) 
has quietly been drawing visitors 
since 1993. 

Now, officials are hoping to lure 
a wider audience with an ambitious 
new addition, “Celebrating the Lives 
and Deaths of the Popes.” 

The 5,000-square-foot exhib- 
it marks the only display of papal 
artifacts outside the Vatican, many 
of which were donated to the muse- 
um by the pope’s personal tailor, 
Roberto Consorsi. They include two 
of the three sets of funeral vest- 
ments made for Pope John Paul 
II, who was buried wearing one 


of the sets, and the embroidered 
sash — or fascia — the pope wore 
every day. 

It took the museum two years 
to secure permission for the proj- 
ect from the Vatican, and another 
year to put the exhibit together, 
said Genevieve Keeney, the muse- 
um director who is also a bereave- 
ment counselor and licensed funer- 
al director. 

“We’re truly blessed to have this,” 
said Keeney, who spent hundreds 
of hours painstakingly re-creating 
papal funeral rituals. The marble 
and slate floors, purple-shaded 
flowers and even the number of 
pleats on the pope’s funeral bier 
carefully match those used during 
the actual ceremonies. 


Museum offi- 
cials hope visi- 
tors who come 
for the papal 
exhibit will stay 
for the site’s 
other offerings. 


The exhibit is designed to re- 
create the experience of attending 
a papal funeral, with visitors guid- 
ed through a series of hallways and 
rooms that represent different stag- 
es in the mourning process. 

In one area, a trio of British, 
American and Spanish-speaking 
broadcasters announces the pon- 
tiffs death. Mounted on the walls 
are magazine covers and the front 
pages of newspapers published

after the deaths of various popes. 
The publications, which go back to 
1878 and the death of Pope Pius IX, 
were purchased on eBay by museum 
president Robert Boetticher, also a 


licensed funeral director. 

Next, through a set of red cur- 
tains, is a re-creation of the pope’s 
lying in state at St. Peter’s Basil- 
ica, flanked by two members of 


the Swiss Guard. A mannequin 
representing the pontiff is clothed 
in the funeral vestments made for 
John Paul II; the Swiss Guard fig- 
ures wear blue and yellow uniforms 
donated by the corps. 

When Roberto Consorsi, the 
papal tailor, arrived for the opening 
and first saw the exhibit, he could 
only utter one word: Perfecto, said 
Keeney. “He said he felt like he was 
there again.” 

Museum officials hope visitors 
who come for the exhibit will stay 
for the site’s other offerings, which 
intertwine everyday life with the 
rituals of death; the serious with 
the humorous and popular culture 
with history. 

In the cavernous main exhibit 
room, coffins ranging from plain 
to ornate share space with more 
than a dozen gleaming hearses of 
every style and decade. 

“Only a certain segment of 
people are interested in caskets 
and mourning clothes,” said Boet- 
ticher. “We feel the papal exhibit 
will be quite a draw for other peo- 
ple, and that then when they come 
in, they’ll see everything else.”

Layaway Solutions 

NATALIE P. MCNEAL, who writes 
the Frugalista Files, was online last 
Wednesdayto discussthe return of 
the layaway plan and how it can save 
consumers money. 

Do you think layaway will give cus- 
tomers some economic freedom to 
become better consumers instead 
of slaves to massive credit card 
debt? 

Yes, frugal living is all the rage. I 
think layaway is good for people 
who are in a financial bind and 
need to buy essentials like warm 
winter coats or boots. It certain- 
ly has lower fees than most credit 
cards, so that’s a good thing. How- 
ever, you have to be careful that 
you are putting items on layaway 


according to your payday. If you 
have to budget that hard for an item 
that’s not an essential, then that’s 
a problem. 

I told my friend to check out 
Kmart’s layaway program last 
week. She and her husband went 
through the store and picked out 
a bunch of stuff. When they got to 
the layaway counter, they were told 
they’d have to pick everything up 
by Dec. 5. What kind of sense does 
that make? 

Layaway is an option, but not a solu- 
tion. At the end of the day, these 
companies want your money, pref- 
erably sooner rather than later. The 
resurgence in layaway is not because 
corporations are warm and fuzzy, 
but because they want to make it 
easier for people to spend money in 
a tough time. Credit cards are out 
of style now. Home equity loans are 
not in vogue. Retailers are hurt- 


ing, so now layaway is the next best 
thing in a crappy economy. If the 
economy turns around, we’ll see 
how cool layaway is. 

Isn’t layaway just another form of 
overpriced store credit? I have a 
Macy’s card, and I think layaway 
might charge just as much interest 
as having a store charge card. 

It depends on what your APR is. I 
doubt that layaway fees are more 
than a store card. The fee for my 
jeans was only $5. Some store credit 
cards have 20 percent APRs. If you 
had charged the jeans and didn’t 
pay them off in the first month, 
there is the potential for a $30 pair 
of jeans to cost $60 with finance 
charges.
